WASHINGTON, D. C.—Con- 
man Wm. M. Colmer (D. 


Miss) said this week that at his| 


request the Interstate Commerce 
Commission and the George C. 
Marshall Space Flight Center are 
reviewing the commuter train 
service problem on the Mississip- 
pi Gulf Coast.because of the in- 
terest of employees of one of the 
contractors at the Michoud Sat- 
urn Missile Facility at New Or- 
leans in settling at Pass Chris- 
tian and in other Coast cities.

The Flight Center at 
Huntsville, Alabama, which has 
supervision over both the Mi- 
ehoud plant and the Mississippi 
Test Facility in Hancock Coun- 
ty, is also looking into the need 
for train commuter service, Col 
mer said.
